Unlike many other American towns that were emerging as 
entities at about the middle of the 19th century, 
Hammond never experienced a period during its history 
that could be described as somnolent. It was on the go 
from the start; it seems always to have been a town with a 
lusty, driving vigor, a place where people made things 
happen, starting with the advent of Ernst Hohman and his 
bride in 1851. The Hohmans, fleeing a Chicago cholera 
epidemic, found state-owned land. selling at the rate of 
$1.25 an acre in this last portion of Indiana to be settled. 
For $262.50 they acquired land on the Grand Calumet 
River opposite an Indian burial ground. The entire area 
was little more than a succession of swamps and sandhills, 
but the Hohman land straddled the stage route from 
Detroit to Chicago, and the Hohmans — with the erection 
of a log hostelry — became innkeepers. (Among their more 
distinguished guests was presidential candidate Stephen A. 
Douglas.) 

Around the inn grew the village of Hohmanville. In time 
the young German immigrant increased his landhold to 
700 acres. 

George H. Hammond, Detroit butcher, having innovated 
the successful use of refrigerated railway cars for shipping 
dressed beef long distances, acquired 80 of the Hohman 
acres in 1869 and gave the town its first industry when he 
established the State Line Slaughterhouse. The name of 
the village was switched to Hammond, the story goes, on 
the toss of a coin. 

An important aspect of George Hammond’s business 
practice was to hold down shipping costs for his beef by 
pitting competitive rail lines against each other, and the

way to ride — 

the clackety-clack 
of an old streetcar 
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number of lines within the city multiplied as the 
meat-packing business — and with it the population — 
boomed. 

In accordance with his policy of keeping the railroads 
running scared, Hammond was dead set against the idea of 
a permanent settlement; his preference was to maintain an 
atmosphere of transience to put teeth into his threat to the 
railroads to move his business if shipping costs got out of 
line. Against his wishes, however, Hammond was 
incorporated as a village in 1883, and asa city of 5000 one 
year later. 

Disaster removed Hammond from domination by a 
single industry in 1901 when a half-million-dollar fiery 
holocaust gutted the slaughterhouse, destroying 5000 
hapless beef cattle in the process. When the plant was 
rebuilt two years later, the site was shifted to the Chicago 
stockyards, and for the first time Hammond found itself in 
desperate economic straits. With a resolve tinctured by a 
“never again” determination, civic leaders mapped out a 
program to attract diversified industry in the city that 
never has stopped. Its success is demonstrated today by 
Hammond’s more than 200 manufacturers and the vast 
range of products they turn out. 

A part of Hammond’s tradition of hustling achievement 
is its claim to having produced the nation’s first 
professional football team and the first automatic potato 
harvester. Among its better-known citizens: jeweler A.C. 
Roebuck, who formed a Chicago mail-order house with 
partner Richard Sears. 

From the start Hammond has been a city of vigorous 
overachievers.

A new world opens in the Langu 


Can private educational firms under performance contracts 
increase student achievement in certain subjects at a 
reasonable cost? 

Can the public schools’ relationships with minority 
groups be improved sufficiently to remove barriers that 
hinder minority-group education? 

Can management-improvement techniques used in 
business be employed in the schools to teach leadership 
and organizational improvement, and to better 
interpersonal relationships? 

Answers to these questions are being sought in 
Hammond’s public school system through trail-blazing 
programs for which federal economic support has been 
gained under the leadership of Dr. Robert L. Medcalf, 
Superintendent of Schools. Results could change patterns 
in public education on a national scale. 

Performance contracting was a one-year experimental 
effort, the results of which currently are being evaluated. 
The project involved hiring a private educational firm to 
teach reading and math to 600 pupils in grades one to 
three and seven to nine. Prizes were used as learning 
incentives. Under terms of the contract, each pupil’s 
achievement in the two courses must be improved by one 
full grade or the firm receives no pay for that student. 
Funded through the federal Office of Economic 
Opportunity, the Hammond program was one of only 18 
undertaken in the United States. 

Another federally funded program brought to the city 
under Dr. Medcalf’s influence deals with minority-group 
relationships within the school system. Essentially its aims 
are to give teachers and administrators in-service training in 
dealing with learning problems peculiar to minority 
groups, and to change school policies and practices found 
to be blocking these groups’ educational achievement. 

Still another exemplary program is one conducted in 
conjunction with the University of Chicago’s Industrial 
Relations Center that features the teaching of 
management-improvement techniques common to private 
business and industry. It could result, according to Dr. 
Medcalf, in a complete overhaul of the system’s curricula 
and administrative functions. 

Fifth4argest public-school system in Indiana, Hammond 
has 23,000 students enrolled in 27 schools, with more 
additions or new construction in progress. The school 
system, with a staff of 1900, also ranks as Hammond’s 
largest employer. 

The city has nine parochial elementary schools and one 
high school. The highly rated Catholic school system 
provides a complete educational program terminating in 
Noll Central High School, which serves much of the 
Calumet area.

Calumet Campus Administration Building 
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Just south of the main building of Purdue University’s 
Calumet Campus stands a new  $6.2-million 
Student-Faculty and Library Center. On the north campus 
is the new Electrical Building. Scheduled for the south 
campus is a $3.2-million, three-story classroom and office 
building. Dedicated in 1969 was the Anderson Technology 
Laboratories building.

Arts and Letters and then some 


A bright orange door at 5448 Hohman Avenue opens onto 
a lively world of art education and appreciation for 
Hammond area residents. Establishment of the Art Center 
of the Northern Indiana Art Association in permanent 
quarters was a cultural milestone for the city. 

Dedicated in 1970, the Art Center occupies a vacated 
Greek Revival church building that dates from 1892 and is 
designated a historical landmark by the Hammond 
Historical Society. Acquired and renovated by the 
association, the structure provides ample space for 
expanded association functions. 

Throughout the year, changing exhibits of art in all 
media hang in the gallery. The public is welcome, as are 
school groups and Scout troops. Several area organizations 
use the attractive facility as a regular meeting place. Classes 
in various facets of art are offered under professional 
instructors, and lectures are conducted by qualified 
teachers of art history. Future plans include granting of art 
scholarships, additions to the permanent collection, 
acquisition of sculpture for a Sculpture Garden, an 
extended schedule of lectures and slide programs, and the 
addition of a professional director. 

Another downtown cultural landmark is the handsome 
main building of the Hammond Public Library. Classical in 
design and contemporary in spirit, the $1.8-million 
structure of Indiana limestone was planned to house an 
ultimate 400,000 volumes on three functional levels, all 
fully air conditioned both for comfort and for the 
preservation of library materials. The main library and its 
11 branches circulate about a million books a year. Other 
materials available include magazines, newspapers, 
magnetic tapes, maps, and music scores. For readers with 
some impairment of vision, a selection of more than 250 
titles printed in large, easy-to-read type may be drawn 
upon. 

As an additional service to the community the library 
makes its meeting rooms available for civic and cultural 
gatherings. Throughout the year a variety of special 
exhibits are on display, primarily in the realm of fine arts 
but some of exceptional general interest: the moon rocks, 
for example, which, with the cooperation of NASA, were 
on-view in Hammond even before they could be seen in 
Chicago. A large collection of regional historical material, 
housed in the Calumet Room, is constantly being 
augmented and is a primary source for historical 
researchers studying northwest Indiana. This is sponsored 
by the Hammond Historical Society, a lively local group 
with its own Newsletter and a 12-year record of steady 
membership growth. It also has sponsored several 
publications of local historical importance. 

Now in its third decade, the Hammond Community 


Concert Association brings to the city a number of 
outstanding musical presentations each year. 

All major civic and fraternal organizations have chapters 
in Hammond, and most of these sponsor cultural offerings 
for their members. An active amateur theatrical company, 
the Civic Little Theater, is sponsored by the Recreation 
Department and supported solidly by members of the 
community.

In the end the people are responsible for the way 
Hammond is run: government is after the mayor-city 
council model, with the mayor as chief executive and a 
legislative body of nine councilmen, all of whom are 
elected to serve four-year terms. Three members of the 
council are councilmen-at-large. Six municipal boards for 
areas of interest including health and safety are appointed 
by the mayor; membership of library, school, and sanitary 
boards are selected wholly or in part by the voters. 

Over the past decade more than $13 million has been 
spent as part of a widespread improvement program for 
sanitation and storm sewer systems to give full service to 
newer sections and to correct physical and functional 
inadequacies in older ones. During the same period, 
extensive programs of street lighting, surfacing, and 
widening have been carried out. 

One of the city’s proudest achievements has been the 
steady expansion and improvement of the public school 
system to meet the needs of a growing student population. 

Hammond’s 159-man police department has been cited 
for its effective traffic-safety campaigns. The efficacy of 
the 161-man fire department is indicated by the fact that 
for several years fire loss in Hammond has been the lowest 
in the United States among cities of comparable size.

One of Hammond’s most valuable land acquisitions took 
place just nine years after the fledgling city was 
incorporated. In 1893, annexation of a long narrow strip 
fronting on Lake Michigan gave direct, permanent pipeline 
access to 22,400 square miles of fresh water. One of the 
many resulting benefits is that Hammond offers the lowest 
municipal water rate in Indiana and one of the lowest in 
the nation, a huge advantage in attracting industry. Today 
a $3-million city-owned filtration plant processes nearly 10 
billion gallons of water a year; and a $5-million pumping 
station, now handling more than 23 million gallons on an 
average day, has a capacity of more than three times that 
amount. 

The contemporary economic thrust of the city was 
derived from adversity. The fire that ravaged George 
Hammond’s huge meat-packing plant in 1901, and the 
plant’s subsequent removal to Chicago put the city against 
the wall economically. The desperation move to attract 
new industry was aimed at removing forever the threat 
implied by a one-industry economy. Today Hammond 
derives its economic strength from more than 200 
industries manufacturing such a prodigious variety of 
products that they form a veritable cross-section of the 
national output. This has been achieved despite the fact 
that the city is surrounded by the world’s largest steel 
producers and huge oil refineries, and has some industrial 
giants of its own. 

Rand McNally and Company chose Hammond as the 
site of the largest printing plant anywhere under one roof. 
American Steel Foundries, Inc., keeps hundreds of 
employees busy turning out steel forgings, springs, and 
brakes for the railroads. Stratojac clothing, internationally 
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known, is manufactured in Hammond. A huge Lever 
Brothers plant produces familiar brands of soaps, 
dentifrices, and detergents. The roster of manufacturers 
includes such firms as American Can, American Oil. Allied 
Structural Steel, Beatrice Foods, General Electric, Jones & 
Laughlin Steel, Shell Oil, and Simmons Mattress. Mobil Oil 
has completed costly new facilities. And after years of 
inactivity, Pullman-Standard is again manufacturing 
railway cars in its Hammond plant. 

Of the many attractions the city holds for industry, not 
the least is that it’s a gateway to Chicago and the country’s 
largest distribution center. Hammond stands athwart any 
traverse of the country via northern routes and 
consequently is converged upon by a massive complex of 
rail, highway, air, and water transport lines. Local industry 
is served by virtually every major trucking firm, by 10 
mainline railroads, and by two transcontinental bus lines. 
(In these times of drastic change in rail-passenger handling, 
it is interesting to note that Hammond can point to service 
by the last electric interurban railway line in the United 
States, the Chicago South Shore and South Bend, with as 
many as 24 trains daily.) 

Chicago’s Midway and O’Hare International airports are 
only an hour away via the Indiana Tollway and Chicago 
expressways. Corporate aircraft use Gary Municipal 
Airport, 10 minutes from downtown. 

The St. Lawrence Seaway terminates at nearby Indiana 
Harbor, giving Hammond access to direct foreign trade. 
The Great Lakes dock terminal also maintains a shipping 
point in this harbor. Lake Calumet, one of the world’s 
largest still-water harbors, will ultimately be connected by 
the Calumet-Sag Channel with the Mississippi River and 
the Gulf of Mexico. 

Northern Indiana Public Service Company, 
headquartered in Hammond, supplies the city with natural 
gas and abundant electricity, the latter from one of the 
world’s largest steam-generating plants, at rates as low as 
can be found in any large industrial complex. 

Not to be discounted as attributes are the quality of the 
Hammond residential community, a_ stable political 
climate, proximity afforded to materials and markets, and 
a fine public school system. A broad-based labor force — 
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Busy hands at the Stratojac Clothing Company 


continually strengthened by people anxious to settle in the 
area and by graduates of the Technical Vocational High 
School — is another strong point. 

With so many advantages in its favor, Hammond 
confidently anticipates and welcomes continued growth. 
One aspect of readiness is demonstrated by the existence 
of a private corporation formed by local banks and 
businessmen to aid new enterprises in locating suitable 
sites and obtaining financing. Industrial sites of up to 150 
acres in size are also available through private sales.
